diaper, tampon, interlabial pad, breast pad, dry or wet wipe or human or animal 
waste management device. 

12. (Previously Presented) A hygienic article according to Claim 10, wherein said 
hygienic article is a disposable absorbent article, wherein said hygienic article 
comprises a topsheet containing the composition according to claim 10. 

13. (Previously Presented) The hygienic article according to Claim 10, wherein the 
cooling agent is able to convey a freshness sensation, without the need to modify 
temperature of the skin/mucosal surface of the mammal body to which the 
composition is applied. 

14. (Previously Presented) The hygienic article according to claim 13, wherein the 
cooling agent is selected from the group consisting of ketals, carboxamides, 
cyclohexyl derivatives, cyclohexanol derivatives, bomeol, camphor, eucalyptol, 
methyl salicylate, tea tree oil, eucalyptus oil, peppermint oil and mixtures thereof 

15- (Previously Presented) The hygienic article according to claim 13, wherein the 
cooling agent is selected from the group consisting of:

19. (Previously Presented) The hygienic article according to claim 10, wherein the 
cooling agent or a mixture thereof is present at a level of about 0.1% to about 99.9% 
and wherein the ester derivative or a mixture thereof is preset at a level of from 
99.9% to 0. 1%, by wei^t of the total composition. 

20. (Previously Presented) The hygienic article according to claim 1 0, wherein said 
composition is suitable for topical application to the external surface of a mammal 
in the form of a cream, lotion, emulsion, dispersion, gel, foam, oil, ointment or 
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
